3. Another activity in which Identity 1 may become Involved will bo tho 
establishment of a program In various Gorman universities to encourage yor ■ * 
students to becorae interested in the nuclear sciences and to \ ur-ue a course 
Of study along theeo lines. Houchin his recently received from the Atomic 
Energy Commission publications outlining tho training and educational rrO;:rtnr 
sponsored by the Consul sc ion, and ho will make th^se available to Identity ? for 
the latter to use in further dir, cushions with members of the Identity 1 board. 
Houchin will also reconanend to Identity 2 that this training program might best 
be implemented by having a group of technicians with a model of an atomic reactor 
proceed fro® one university to another and no Id extensive lectures on developments 
and future possibilities In the nuolear field. 
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I 4, Houohln stated that ho had suggested Identity 2 tint the public 



relations work In which Identity 1 mill on should b« ror hly similar to 
the work being porferred by +'.j Atomio Industrial Pc rum of K*w York. Tills 
publlo relations aotlvlty would bo conducted primarily for tho benefit of 
Gorman Industry, and would represent tho Industrial point of view re;rn relink 
tho uco3 of nuolear energy.

Identity 2 nor Identity 3 had any experience in publicity work, and that 
Identity 2, after ho ^oelved the publio relations aoalgnrvant, turned to 
^ Houehin for assistance. (Houchln has been cultivating Identity 2 for year®, 

with the hope that some day Identity 1 might become interest*.; in !:.-.:chin 
and willing to give financial support to hie activities.) Houchln stated 
that It was quite possible that one of the firm:; belonging to Identity 1 
would Insist that a publio relations man of their choosing bo placed In 
charge of the Identity 1 publio relations program. However, Houchln added 
that Identity 2 definitely had the responsibility of orge rising t'...* program 
and that therefore he was In a position to select the man to be in charge 
of It* Purther, Houchln doubted that It would be politic for one firm to 
plaoe their man In the Job, and be believed that the new position should be 
headed by someone brought In from outside. 

5* Houchln stated that repreisentatl^eo of the British government nrvt also 
of British private industry were quit a In evidence in the Ruhr area and w~re 
quits active in attempting to lnu est Gerronn firms in buying British reactors 
or oUier nuolear energy developments. Houchln bellevca the Biitinh ere con- 
ducting a concerted, widespread advertising campaign designed to prorote ar ! 
sell British products using nuolear energy * * 1 Houchln believes that this 
c iru;,aign 1s fur more advanced than any similar undertaking sponsored by the 
Americana. Houohln slco believes that tho campaign has been fairly effective, 

‘ \ . as Amerloan competition boa not been aggressive. The British are not engaged 

primarily in public relations vork and they have been concentrating their 
efforts on attempting to sell their specific produo t rather than attesting to 
Interest the Oermans In developing an Independent nuolear ener t <y program. 
Hcuohln eta ted that Prenob efforts to Influence the German nuolear o.ter.y 
field were directly primarily at attempting to have the Germans cooperate with 
the Ftenoh in developing a Joint atomlo energy program. Houohln Is of the 
opinion that the French do not believe that they are oapable of developing an 
independent program, and they feel that It would be more advantageous to work 
with the Oermans In this field rather than oorpete against them. 
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6. Houchln stated that he had been ;.uvlsed by both Identity 2 and 
Identity 3 that many physicists v^ie cf the opinion that con.*. t motion on 
U>e Karlsruhe reaotor should be halted, and that a new reaotnr, which h-.r. 
aii*ea ;> been tented, should be bou-ht. Tills nc . reactor could ooro from 
England. However, there are four German firms which are aln«-> war), lit: on 
th* development of a ro actor. There are Drown Boverle and Company of Mannheim 
together with Friedrich Krupp; AEG of Berlin; Babcock and Wilcox of O’. >cr hausen, 
and Siemens Schuckert of Erlangen. The work of Siemens Schuckcrt Jo being 
performed saoewb* t apart from the work of the other three r^oups, poor, Ably 
because Genrreldrl^i. .or Knoth of Siemens Schuckert has political plans. 

Houchln pointed out to Identity 2 and Identity 3 that the Atom Ministry 
cenoldered the Kernreaktor IVu*- ujuI Dotr^chs Gx.hK ss botng Also invciv-vl in 
developing roaotors, since this firm Is buildln-, the Karlsruhe ro'.otor. Doth 
Identity 2 and Identity 3 advised Houchln that this firm rhould not be oon- 
sldere! as bolr.g seriously Involved In reactor construction activity. 
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7. In thl^r' ormcctlon, Houchln stated that Bnvvrif.n Culture Minister 
August e^JiUCKEH v norn l 1 * F^Dntary 1900 in i^tnlch)*. wl»o la also nr Vr of 
the faculty of the tivilch Technical High Schoal*_recontly made a trip to 
England where be visited Gaidar Hall and was quite Impressed vltn TVitish 
developments In the nuolcir energy field. Rucker believes that Great Drltaln 
. v f tr. aurpi.ssed the United States In this field, and he la also of tho opinion 
that the Calder Hall Installation Is far more advancod Uk.n the roaotor 
Installation now being constructed noar Karlsruhe. Rucker alco stated that 
industry waa taking over all ideas and plans developed and perfected by 
physicists and technicians. It vns useless to oreatc new positions In 
universities for physicists, as these posts could not be fillc . Ruck' .• 
characterized this problem as not being one involving only West Germany, 

but extending throughout W^tem Europe. 

8. Houchln stated that he had been advised by a member of the Atonic 
Eherpy Ministry that (fUniVt er^3 leg frie>|Jfe-i Ike, as a result of his trip 10 
England, the United States am Canada, and as a result of tha developments 
In the Euratom negotiations, had decided to Increase from 500 ny^iwitto to 
1500 megawatts the amount of energy to be used by tho Ministry in developing 
Its reactor program. Houchln believes that this increase vas rr.ido primarily 
for political reasons, as the 500 megawatt program would bo a minimum progra-i, 
and, u8 a result of the Euratom proposals. It Is believed that a program on 

a wider scale should be instituted. Othorwlse, We it Oermany would probably 
not bo In a position to receive an appropriate amount of funds from the 
Euratom sponsored funding mechanism. 

9* Comment Ins further on the rumor that tho Atomic Energy Ministry will 
either be abolished or oooqpletely reorganized If tho CDU retains control of 
tho government after the federal elections, Houchln stated that many Industri- 
alists did not believe that their interests would be properly represented if 
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the Economics ministry took over the i.jr.ctioiij po>£ toeing performed i,y u» 
Atomio Energy Ministry, as in the past, when (^onomlcs Miniate)} Ludwl,; 
^jferhard mis responsible for atomic energy matters, he displayed very ll- vl« 
interest In this field, the industrialists believe that It would be far 
more desirable to create a new Ministry for R.cr e v» In whioh the interests 
of both producers and consumers could be represented. 

10. We reminded Houchln once again that Cl JU was awdtlng an 
•economics report.* We assured Houchln that this leport oould be written 
in uormnn, and that Its preparation should not take an unduo amount of bis 
tlrm. Houchln !*llevtfd that he could write a fairly lengthy report without 
much effort, a nr stated that bo would do this In tho limed late future, ho 
stated that he spent a great deal of time reading and translating, and ho 
pointed out the difficulties Involved in attempting to reproduce in German 
English phrases describing business complexes and function * in the United 
States when similar complexes and fUnotlone did not axlat In Germany.
